Later, According To 


Present Plans. 


(Ev Th3 Associated Press) 


•Washington, Aug. 3—The new pas- 


senger fares will probably become 
effective August 20, and the aihan- 
ced freight rates August 25, accord- 
Ing to a program outlined last night 
by Alfred P. Thorn, general coun- 
sel for the Association ot Railway 
Executives. 


The increases in Pullman charges 


f-nd the new rates on excess bag- 
cage and m'lk also will be put in 
force August 20. 


Railroad rate experts lia-ve begun 


preparation of blanket rate sched- 
ules increasing the transportation 
costs on a percentage basis. These 
will be p- -sented to the interstate 
commerce commission five days prior 
to. the proposed effective dates. The 
rate sheets will be supplemented by 
printed tariffs containing rates for 
nil territories and on all commodities 
as soon as dt'.ails can be marked 
out. t'juil this is done, local rail 
officials will compute the new rates 
and charges for their respective ter- 
ritories on the bases of the existing 
rates plus the ptrcentage Increase 
authorized. While this method would 
be unusual railroad officials pointed 
to the suggestion of the commission 
that the hlgh*r charges be put in 
force "at as early a date as prac- 
ticable". 


SHOULD XOT BOOST PRICES 


Railroad rate Increases authorized 


by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion "should have no appreciable ef- 
fect on the prices of the vast major- 
ity of things which the ordinary con- 
sumer purchases," says an analysis of 
the possible effect of the advanced 
rates last night by W. Jett Lauck, 
economist for the railroad labor or- 
ganizations. At the same time he as- 
nerted "there would have been no oc- 
casion for so large an advance" if 
the roads had been better managed, 
mu,de free of "water" in capitaliza- 
tion, and were "not themselves the 
•victims of profiteers to the extent of 
S500,000,000 a year In purchase of 
supplies and equipment. 


"Still there is no occasion for alarm 


In the prospect of an addition of a 
billion and a half dollars to the an- 
nual transportation bill of the coun- 
try" h« said.,'provided this Item Is 
not multiplied four or fi^e times be- 
fore it is presented to the people for 
payment. For instance, by no possible 
computation :an the increased freight 
r?tes be made to justify an increase 
of one cent per pound In the price of 
meat, or five cents per pair In the 
price of shoes or 10 cents in the price 
ot a suit of clothes, or one fourth of 
one cent In the price of a loaf of 
bread. 


"Hence the public should 
be in- 


formed, and the forces of Government 
should be on guard to see that no un- 
justifiable burden is imposed on the 
people as a result of the interstate 
commerce- commission's solution of 
the financial problems of the rail- 
roads " 


INCREASE OX COAL 


Coal. Mr. La;ick said, was one com- 


modity the price of which would he 
"directly and appreciably Increased" 
to the consumer by the rate advance, 
the amount beiigfrom 75 cent to $1 35 
per ton. Including all of the trans- 
portation costs entering into whole« 
sale meat prices he asserted the mat- 
imum effect of the advance would 
be less than a cent a pound. 


On flour, h« said the increased cost 


at Philadelphia would amount to S3 
cents a barrel, while on a suit of 
clothes made on the AJantic coast 
ynd retailed on the Pacific. Increased 
leright would amount to nine cents. 


"The greatest Industries could am 


plv afford to deduct the increased 
rate from the priee of their products." 
he added, "thus allowing the com 
E odlty to reach the retailer at the 
•sme price as formerly. By so doing 
they would be decreas'ng their ex- 
cess profits less than one-fourth and 
•would still have left their full nor 
inal profit and three fourths or more 
of the excess profit which they are 
now making."

plane last night crashed to the ground 
in the Hollywood

started at a height of 1.000 feet. 


The tragedy came during an exhi- 


bition for a motion picture produc- 
tion. Spectators 
said Locklear 
at- 


tempted to right the machine at a 
height of 
200 feet, but failed and 


that the machine burst into flames at 
the same time. They said it appeared 
to them the plane was ignited by a 
rocket. 


FOLLOWED ROCKET 


Five searchlights played upon the 


airplane as it started into the spin, 
and Lieutenant Locklear, the pilit, 
dropped a rocket which he followei 
•with the nose of his machine. 


ith aviators were dead when mo- 


tion picture employes reached them 
a few second! after they struck the 
ground. 


The lieutenants were in the United 


States aviation service during the 
war and for a time were stationed 
together at Fort Worth. Tex. They 
took up commercial flying after the 
war, 
Locklear going In for "stunts." 


He was said to be the first aviator 
to IMtp from one machine to another 
n the air. He was born 27 years ago 
at Como, Tex., and leaves a. widow 
residing at Fort Worth. Lieutenant 


lllott was 24 years old. a native of 
adsden, Ala, 


Locklear's death-defying feats had 


been witnessed by thousands of Cen- 
tral Illinois 
people, who had wit- 


nessed them during his engagement 
at the Illinois State Fair at Spring- 
field 
He nearly lost his life during 


a flight at Springfield last fall, when 
in making the leap from one plane 
"o another he was struck on the head 
by the weight attached to the rope 
ladder 
depending 
from the 
uppe- 


plane.

and 


which was set out specifically by Sen 
itor Lodge's speech of notification 
,o Mr. Harding.

Moreover, this action which the 


League of Nations is now enraged In 
adopting officially Is ona which was 
>ropos»d and worked out In detail by 
Sllhu Root, the writer of the repub- 
Ican plank on the League of Na- 
tions Issue. The difference between 
President Wilson's conception of the 
League of Nations and that concep- 
tion which arose In Ellhu Root's mind 
and 'whloh Mr. Root has now succeed- 
ed In penuading the League of Na- 
tions itself to adopt, Is a difference 
In principle so wide as to be practi- 
cally contradictory. 


ROOT IN STRATEGIC PLACE, 
As your correspondent said shortly 


after the republican convention: "Mr. 
Ellhu Root Is today In such a position 
that the future International policy 
of the United States, as between th* 
League ot Nations and something dif- 
ferent from the League of Nations, 
is almost certain to bo determined by 
him and to be determined In a direc- 
tion running contrary to the League 
of Europe." 


Mr. Root has now completed a por- 


tion of his labor In Europe and his 
proposals are at this moment In pro- 
cess of adoption by the League of 
Nations.

Senator Lodge stated 
clearly and unequivocally what the 
republican program Is — stated In 
these words: irWo have been and an 
auite ready to join In an agreemen 
with other nations for the extension 
of the Hague convention, for upbuild 
ing and codification of Internationa 
law, and the establishment of a world 
court of justice, for Internationa 
concerns in regard to non-jtistlcable 
questions and for arrangement* to 
bring about a general reduction o: 
armaments.'

His first 
action in Europe was to take down 
ihutters, so to speak, of tha closed 
rlbunal at the Hague and the an- 
nouncement was given out that thu 
Hague tribunal would resume aext 
month, in September, the sessions 
which had been interrupted in Aug- 
ust, 1914.

ilmself is going to act as chairman. 
So much Mr. Root did, and then he 
took up the question of creating the 
league of Nations court.

CREATURE OB" THE HAGUB. 


Now, the Important tWng about 


Mr. Root's creation of th* League of 
Nations' court Is the fact that he 
cause* this court to function in tuott 
a way that it la fair to describe the 
new League of Nations otiurt as be- 
ing a creature of the Hague Tri- 
bunal. 


The dispatches of the last few 


days, describing the new League ol 
Nations court, speak, of it as "com- 
plementary" to the Hague tribunal 
The new League of Nations court Is 
to consist of eleven Judges. 
With- 


out going further into the details ol 
Its organization, the Important point 
Is that these judges are to be cliostn 
In the first instance by tie already 
existing Hague tribunal.

At present, local rail- 


road offices know very little more 
about increased rates than the gen- 
eral public. New tariffs on freight, 
passenger tickets,- excess 
baggage 


and such have to be worked out and 
this is an immense job that will 
take some weeks. 


In connection with the increase al- 


lowed, It might be noticed that an 
increase will also be allowed on bag- 
gage. Of course, a person is allow- 
ed so much baggage free but over a 
certain weight is excess baggage for 
which he must pay' transportation. 
In the days when traveling salesmen 
carried large trunks of samples, they 
paid a heavy excess baggage rate. 


Nowadays, 
however, 
very 
few 


salesmen carry sample cases and the 
heavy end of the baggage room rev- 
enue is cut off. It used to be that 
the Wabash baggags room paid $4600 
a year in excess of salaries but now 
it falls quite a few hundred dollars 
short.

In 
case they buy only a one way ticket
